Crews 
or is accepted by Mr. Crews but the guilty plea is either rejected by the Court or subsequently is 
withdra-wn, th^ parties will not be bound by the proposed int^prelations of applicable Sehtaicing 
Guidelines provisions cont^ed herein."
